Councilman Art Scott was absent 
from last night's meeting Mayor 
E C. Stevens relayed a message that 
Scott had been called out of town on 
emergency business 
Funding of the complete drainage 
system, at an approximate cost to 
the city of $73.384 in general funds 
and $158 616 in revenue sharing 
money, had been recommended by

Administrator 
Gene 
Wahlers 
and 
James 
Stubchaer. 
engineer for the Santa Barbara 
County Flood Control and Water 
Conservation District 
But a lack of priorities for the 
city’s revenue sharing funds and 
Scott’s absence stood in the way 
Following the lead of Councilman 
Emil Scolari, the majority vote was 
to postpone a decision until Friday, 
when 
all 
of 
the 
panel’s 
five 
councilmen 
will 
presumably 
be 
present. Scott had also relayed a 
message that he would be willing to 
discuss the matter at any time 
Timing is critical in the council's 
decision Monday is the deadline for 
an affirmative vote on the storm 
dram system because the county 
flood control district would also 
have to approve it at their Tuesday 
meeting Contractors’ bids on the 
project, which ran up to 7 per cent 


below estimates, are binding for 3« 
days. 
A handful of spectators remained 
for the storm drain debate from the 
180 who came to the City Hall 
Auditorium to view a public hearing 
on a controversial home water 
conditioner ordinance 
A spokesman for N-M Pipeline Co 
of 
Van 
Nuys, 
low 
bidder

minimum storm drain work, said, 
though, that there was 
no chance 
of topping 
the low bids for the full 
system 
“ Even 30 days from now it's liable 
to jump another 50 grand, 
he told 
the council Six other citizens urged 
the panel to proceed with the most

In a report. Wahlers had told the 
council that $182.468 of the federal 
funds would still remain to be spent 
before July, 1974. if the $158.616 


were taken from the entitlement to 
help fund the storm drain The city 
will either have to spend both sums

The proposed $73.384 city general 
fund outlay for the project. Wahlers 
said, would still leave an estimated 
balance of over $257.164 due to city

Lefkowitz. who has long promoted 
the project

estimated that the city will require 
$200.000 of the funds next year to 
balance the city budget 
Lefkowitz asserted last night that 
the remainder would be enough to 
finance a range of city projects and 
hinted that the storm drain is one of 
the only ones finalized enough to be 
funded in this entitlement period 
The full system proposed would 
include an underground, concrete or 
asbestos drain pipe running under I) 
Street from above North Avenue to 
Cypress Avenue with lateral pipes 
fanning out on Chestnut, Ocean and 
Cypress 
Avenues 
It 
would, 
lefkowitz said, eliminate flooding in 
eight of the city's 16 worst flooded 
intersections in winter and reduce 
flooding by at least 80 per cent in 
North H Street s intersections with 
Chestnut and College Avenues. 
After Scott's absence occasioned 


the vote to postpone the de< ision 
until Friday. Lefkowitz said h* 
would be perturbed if the

City seeks compromise 
ordinance to solve 
softwater problems 


Demos to file suit 
to halt special 
election on March 5

A decision on whether or not home 
self-regenerating water softeners 
could be phased out in the city was 
deferred for the time being last 
night by the Lompoc* City Council 
By a 4-0 vote the panel instructed 
City Administrator Gene Wahlers to 
come 
up 
with 
a 
compromise 
ordinance 
that 
would 
cut 
the 
minerals in Lompoc sewage effluent 
down to state pollution maximums. 
Councilman 
Art Scott 
was the 
absentee. 
But, after a two hour public 
hearing, it was apparent that any 
ordinance to limit the amount of 
minerals Lompoc pours down its 
drains would require at least three 
major Lompoc industries to dispose 
of their waste salts elsewhere. 
These 
industries, 
which 
each 
discharge over 10,000 pounds of salts 
monthly are the Culligan and Rayne 
water conditioning companies and 
Lompoc District Hospital. They now 
discharge an estimated total two 
thirds of the minerals in local waste­ 
water. 
It 
was 
also 
apparent 
that 
Vandenberg Village residents might 
have to pay handsomely to rid their 
sewage of excess minerals before 
being allowed to join Lompoc’s 
future 
regional 
wastewater 
treatment facility. With from two to 
four times the 
state maximum 
mineral content in their sewage, 
Village 
residents 
may 
have to 
remove their own self-regenerating 
home softening units, according to 
Brown and Caldwell Co. consultant 
Lynn Hartford. 
Self-regenerating units are those 
which owners keep going with 
periodic additions of rock salt. Some 
75 per cent of Village home units are 
of this type and banning them would 
amount to a loss of $500,000 in home 
capital investment there, said Dr. 
Bert Keilin of the Pacific Water 
Conditioning Association (PWCA). 
Replacing them would likely 
be 
rental-exchange 
home 
softeners, 
which cost from $25 to $36 monthly. 
Another 
alternative 
cited 
by 
Hartford was the construction of a 
water 
treatment 
plant 
in 
the 
Village, 
another 
expensive 
proposition 
The city will have to pass some 
type of ordinance limiting mineral 
wastes by June this year or risk 
losing an 80 per cent grant toward 
the 
regional 
sewage 
treatment 
facility. 
In the regional system, according 
to Hartford, the Village would be 
treated as an industry and required 
to bring its sewage mineral content 
into line before hooking up. 
Lompoc could be hit with fines of 
up to $10,000 daily and a curtailment 
of building permits if the city 
surpasses the state’s July, 1975 
deadline for conforming with state 
water pollution standards. 
In the same motion, made by 
outgoing 
Councilman 
George 
Cotsenmoyer, 
Lompoc’s 
mayor 
during the planning of the regional 
sewage facility, the council directed 


Wahlers to seek a one month 
postponement from March 8 of a 
hearing into the city’s mineral 
discharge requirement before the 
State 
Regional 
Water 
Quality 
Control Board (RWQCB). 
The 
panel 
also 
told 
the 
administrator to seek an extention 
of time for implementation of a 
mineral source control ordinance 
from the RWQCB and the Grants 
Administration Office 
Compromise was the mood of the 
council last night after hearing 
presentations 
from 
PWCA, 
the 
RWQCB. Brown and Caldwell Co. 
and 11 citizens of a City Hall 
Auditorium audience of about 180

the terrorist Symbionese Liberation 
Army, 
which 
kidnaped 
the 
granddaughter of publishing empire 
founder William Randolph Hearst 16 
days ago. 
“ I have a seat of the pants feeling 
that Patty Hearst might come home 
tomorrow,” 
Bates said Tuesday 
night 
after 
visiting 
the 
Hearst 
mansion in suburban Hillsborough. 
Bates, who heads the 125-man FB I 
investigating 
force, 
did 
not 
elaborate. 
After two days of meetings with 
several 
groups 
named 
by 
the 
kidnapers to act as overseers of the 
$2 million food program. Hearst 
announced a plan to be overseen by 
militant radicals and directed by a 
Washington state expert on private 
welfare programs. 
The details of the plan came on 
the deadline day set by the SLA for 
unveiling of a food program as a 
“ gesture of good faith” that might 
lead to Miss Hearst’s release.

Simon threatens rationing 
if situation continues 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - Energy 
chief William E. Simon said today 
the gasoline shortage has reached 
critical proportions in some states 
and that he would not hesitate to 
recommended nation-wide rationing 
if the situation became widespread. 
However, Simon expressed the 
hope that the government’s gasoline 
allocation 
program— 
aimed 
at 
equitable distribution of available 
supplies to all states and within 
states—would 
work 
and 
make 
rationing unncessary. 
“ Right now we are experiencing 
rather critical shortages in various 
parts of (some) states, most of it 
centered on the East Coast,” Simon 
said. “ I would hope our allocation 
program would take care of that.” 


As part of the allocation program, 
to get supplies where they are most 
needed, 
Simon 
ordered 
an 
“ emergency injection” Tuesday of 
gasoline for 20 states which have 


been hit hardest by shortages. He 
predicted the action would cut long 
lines at service stations in a matter 
of days. 


Even if the Arab oil producing 
nations ended their embargo now, 
there would be no effect for four to 
six 
weeks 
on 
American 
fuel 
supplies, 
Simon said. 
Shortages 
would continue “ for a period of 
time,” 
running 
into 
the 
third 
quarter of the year, he said 


With 
gasoline station 
owners 
increasingly threatening to “ pump 
out” and close because of shortages 
and hassles with long lines of 
motorists, Simon was asked on the 
NBC-TV Today Show how great the 
“ inconvenience” 
would 
become 
before he would turn to rationing 


“ If it grew, 1 would not hesitate to 
recommend to the President that we 
implement 
gasoline 
rationing,” 
Simon said.

the American co-pilot. 
Official Saigon television said 10 
other persons were wounded in the 
grenade blast and the four-engined 
DC4 prop plane badly damaged 
Airline sources said the injured 
included two airline hostesses. 
Airline officials said there were 46 
passengers and six crew members

All except the co-pilot, 
identified only as Anderson, and a

officials said Anderson hoodwinked

Bock critical of Council hasty decisions

Hasty decisions based on 
sketchy information 
and a 
lack of candor have dogged the pace of Lompoc city 
government in the last two years, according to Fred Bock, 
candidate for the Lompoc City Council in the March 5 
municipal election 
Hoping for a broad based community support with 
particular strongholds among the city s environmental and 
social action groups as well as Johns Manville employes, 
Bock, 52, promises to address what he describes as an 
undermining of confidence in the five person governing 
panel if elected to it 
Why does he want to be a city councilman'' 
“Because I don’t think that the present makeup of the 
council is responsive to the wants and desires of the vast 
majority of the population The public is too often excluded 
from the decision making process We re paying for better 
government than we re getting 
A 10-year valley dweller, the Johns-Manville Mechanical 
engineer resides at 209 South Second Street with his wife of 
23 years, Loretta, and three sons A former member of the 
Lompoc 
Water 
Commission 
and 
Planning 
Goals 
Committee, Bock is a present board member of the 
liOmpoc Democratic Club. Cotillion Club and J M Club and 
also lists memberships in Common Cause and the Lompoc 
YMCA. 
Bock cites the council’s handling of the I/ompoc bypass 
freeway, interim improvements to the city’s wastewater 
treatment system and water rate increases as sources of 
what he describes as an undermining of confidence in the 
board. 
“I think there is a tendency in the city (council) not to be 
completely frank with the people sometimes Things are 


kind of rushed through rather hastily I think the freeway is 
a good example,” the candidate detailed 
Early aspects of the project, such as the involvement of a 
J M water main, were rapidly disposed of, Bock feels 
“ And it seems that from there on there were so many 
things about the freeway project (from which» the public 
was excluded 
not necessarily excluded, they just weren’t 
included " 
Rook singled out the Nov 5 special council session to 
endorse the project as another example 
“ One councilman had to apologize because he hadn't 
finished reading the (freeway-endorsing» resolution, he 
hadn’t gotten it until the night of the council meeting," 
Bock elaborated 
“Although there were some discrepancies in that 
resolution - for instance, the statement that there was 
vast community support was in question — the council on a 
4-1 vote approved the resolution ” 
“I think that as a councilman that's one thing I would 
very strongly object to: having information given to me 
without sufficient time to contact other interested groups 
or at least study it myself . 
Bock charged that in another case the council attempted 
to “ frighten" the Water commission into approving a 
recent 20 per cent water rate hike he opposed and gave the 
commission erroneous figures that tended to favor a rate 
boost 
He added that, though a consultants’ report “ quite 
firmly” said that the cost of interim improvements to the 
city's wastewater treatment system should be bourne by 
those who would tie into the system in the interim period, 
namely a trailer court development proposed at that time, 
the cost is actually being bourne by the citizenry as a 
whole. 
“ I’m still quite bothered about that,’ he punctuated 
A tall, wavy haired man with a thoughtful, not quite 
pensive face. Bock retires to a pastel, sunlit living room 
bordered with a lemon couch and a piano presided over by a 
large red easy chair, his own Among the albums stacked 
near the stereo are collections of barber shop quartet and 
chorus music, one of which he helped cut himself, as a 
member of a national championship chorus, 


“ I’ve always loved singing I used to have a newspaper 
route and my customers always knew I was coming 
because they could hear me singing blocks away,” he 
recalls. 


A regular at council sessions, Bock ran against 
incumbent Francis Beattie in the 1972 county supervisorial 
election, dropping out at mid-campaign. The main reason, 
he said, was that he entered the race too late to organize 
properly. His citing health problems at that time, he said, 
arose from loss of weight and sleep due to pressures of the 
late candidacy and did not involve permanent health 
problems. 


Bock’s council campaign began, by contrast, early and he 
estimates that he might spend $2,000 to pursue it A 
campaigner 
for 
the 
Common 
Cause 
openness 
in 
government initiative, Bock has limited individual council 
campaign contributions to no more than $25 with donors' 
names made public unless they otherwise specify. 
Anonymous donors, he adds, will be limited to $10 
contributions. 


The candidate has launched an active campaign fund 
appeal under the phrase “ Pass the buck to Bock ' with an 
auxiliary for the younger set that goes, “ lay the bread on 
Fred.” As a fund raising function what else but a “ Bock’s 
lunch?” 


A floor spokesman for the Home Owners Security 
Alliance in their winning drive against recent trailer park 
development proposals, Bock has made city growth an 
issue readily associated with his name 


“ I don’t want to be labeled as a no growth candidate I've 
come to realize over the years, as have so many other 
people, that growth isn’t an answer; it’s really another 
problem,” he outlines, adding that some Lompoc growth in 
population and industry is probably inevitable. 


But Bock proposes close scrutiny of development 
proposals against the criteria of “ the facilities we have on 
hand and the resources.” 


“ Personally, I'd be happy if Lompoc were the nicest 
25,000 population town in California I think it is,” the 
candidate said, adding that strict no growth could be a 
problem too Electronics firms would represent clean 
industries which possibly would be acceptable, he said. 


though he believes these possibilities have probably been 
near exhausted 


Bock believes that tourism is a viable direction for 
Lompoc, though he said he wouldn’t want the city to 
emulate Solvang 
He favors greater city economic 
independence from Vandenberg Air Force Base, but tends 
to look to the federal government or Air Force as a source 
instead of private industry 


The Lompoc Economic Development Association, he 
said, has spent “ an awful lot of money and come up with 
nothing ” He would reexamine our need for and priority for 
it, he said. 


Recently appointed JM energy coordinator, he would, he 
said, deal with the energy crisis locally by considering 
energy another valley resource to be conserved. 


Bock said he would place his primary responsibility 
within the city limits, though he feels the council really has 
a regional impact and would favor future annexation of 
Mission Hills and Vandenberg Village 


Bock believes he is a strong candidate and has said so 
And. as it was in his boyhood paper route, he’s confident the 
incumbents can hear him singing blocks away 


The interviews for this series were done in January 
and early this month, before any public forums had 
taken place. For this reason, the candidates had the 
benefit only of their own views of the city and its 
requirements and could urge only their own ideas as 
to how these requirements should be met based on 
thought and research each devoted to preparing for 
the campaign. 
The interviews were done not only to gather views 
and proposals of city government and the reasons for 
seeking office, but also, from their own words, to 
sketch them as people. 
Each candidate was asked an identical series of 
questions. 
Each 
concentrated 
on 
a 
different 
combination of these questions and brought up other 
topics which prompted other questions. 
The series will be published in alphabetical order. 
The quotes are the most complete and concise 
statements during the interviews and contain no 
information not volunteered by the office seeker or 
not already a matter of public record. The sole 
exception to this are the descriptions of the 
candidates' homes which were all visited by the 
interviewer and the appearance of the candidates 
themselves.

housewives 
deprived of home softeners 
would only resort to using 
more detergents 
and 
softening 
chemicals 
that 
would make local water 
even worse. 
“ It’s very' likely that you 
won’t end 
up 
helping 
yourselves at all,” Keilin 
asserted, 
proposing 
an 
ordinance which would limit 
only 
in d u strial 
salt 
discharges. 
The chemist backed down 
from an earlier change that 
the RWQCB was biased 
against home units, saying. 
“ There seems to be no real 
pressure from anywhere to 
eliminate 
home 
water 
softeners.” 


The effect of the proposed 
ordinance, 
he concluded, 
would be only to hurt honest 
companies while profitting 
less reputable companies 
which would bootleg home 
softeners in spite of the law 
Citing an “ adverse salt 


balance" in local water, Joe 
Leonard 
of the RWQCB 
urged the council to adopt 
an ordinance that would 
allow them to “ go all the 
way if necessary” to cut 
sewage minerals.

In act II, his 
friend, a poor, young artist, 
inadvertently runs into his 
old flam e, a run-around type 
who he has tried to forget. 
She woos him back in a 
very funny episode in the 
crowded public square on 
Christmas E ve, in front of 
God and everybody. 
In acts III and IV, the 
p l a y w r i t e s , 
G i u s e p p e 
G iacosa 
and 
Luigi 
Illica 
(No, this is not an early 
A m erican 
op era) 
tears 
down the short happy life of 
th ese 
tw o 
star-crossed 
couples. 
In Act III, Rodolfo, the 
p o e t, 
and 
M im i, 
the 
artificial 
flower 
maker, 
have a falling out (cough, 
cough). So do M arcello, the 
artist, and Musetta, a (fast) 
cafe singer — ( “ Hussey!" 
“Pig”). 
Act IV w on’t be revealed 
here; however, expect an 
unsatisfying end. 
Will the destitute Rodolfo 


and M arcello and their two 
in te lle c t u a l 
f r ie n d s , 
a 
philosopher and a m usician, 
find econom ic happiness in 
the dead of winter in Paris, 
France (circa 1850)? 


Will Rodolfo and 
Mimi 
becom e one? Will M im i lose 
that dreadful cough, cough? 
W ill 
M a r c e l l o 
a n d 
Musetta 
reconcile 
their 
differences? 
Will M usetta 
change her evil ways'* Will 
Marcello stop behaving like 
a husband? 
No, this review er must 
disclose the very end of this 
unfair tale to m ake a point. 
When M imi dies (y es, she 
loses her cough, c o u g h ) and 
the play ends, she pops up 
from 
bed 
and 
takes 
her 
bows like the rest of the 
players. 
W ell, 
“ La 
B o h e m e ,’’ 
directed by Jack Shouse, is 
such a hard play to take 
seriously one expected her 
to get up before the play 
ended 
and 
start 
playing 
catch with the last loaf of 
French bread. 
In

w ords, 
the 
audience develops little real 
em pathy for the characters 
and 
their 
plights.

review er found it even hard

Leading the opposition to 
the bill was Sen. Milton 
Marks. 
R-San Francisco, 
who 
said 
the 
measure 
“ creates a loophole large 
enough 
to 
drive 
a 
locomotive through. There 
is no need to water down the 
law.” 
Moscone insisted the bill 
did not change the intent of 
the current law but only 
clarified 
it 
to 
forestall 
charges 
that 
it 
was 
unconstitutionally vague. 
The law, which took effect 
Jan 
1, 
requires public 
officials 
to disclose 
the 
source of their income when 
it exceeds $250 from outside 
business 
interests. 
Some 
officials, 
including Secre­ 
tary of State Edmund G. 
Brown Jr., have interpreted 
that to mean the names of 
individual customers. 
Moscone said the conflict- 
of-interest law, which he au­ 
thored, was only intended to 
require disclosure of the 
name of the business from 
which the official derived 
his income. His new bill 
spells that out. 
The law has prompted 
some 60 public officials to 
resign from office rather 
than disclose their financial 
interests. Most of them quit 
because they thought the 
law would force them to 
disclose the names of their 
private business customers.

The winning attitude: 
Johnny Miller's got it

NAPA, Calif. - (N EA) - 
Johnny Miller had a commit­ 
ment. A cold bordering on 
pneumonia had caused him 
to detour for a few days from 
the golf trail and take a 
respite in this heart of the 
C alifo rn ia wine country, 
where he owns a retreat con­ 
dominium at Silverado. But 
sniffles or not. and his eyes 
watered. John was going to 
take a boy scout troop on a 
hike into the hills in the after­ 
noon. 
He is an assistant scout­ 
master for a troop at the local 
Mormon church. 
“ Here we got $150.000 
worth of business on the ta­ 
ble." shrugged Ed Varner, 
his business lawyer up from 
Los Angeles, “ and all he's 
thinking about is that hike.” 
Miller's hot start in '74 — 
no golfer had ever won the 
first three tour tournaments 
before — makes him a hot 
commercial property. 
But it doesn't change his 
perspective as a person. 
“ The game of golf is a way 
to make a living,” he says. 
“ It's a tool. But it s not every­ 
thing. And to some golfers it 
is everything. 
“ When I'm playing. I'm 
having a good time. If you 
watched us in the Crosby, 
you’d probably think w ere 
p layin g 50-cent N assau. 
W e’re just yakking it up and 
joking around. But then 
again. I don't want it to go too 
un-serious." 
No c h a n c e . B e c a u s e 
despite his commitment to 
faith and family, golf is really 
the epicenter of his conscious 
thinking. He's the prototypal 
young faultless swinger who 
is taking over the sport from 
the Sneads and Palmers and 
mounting the stern challenge 
to the reign of Jack Nicklgus. 
In fact, p la yin g w ith 
Nicklaus last Thanksgiving 
in the World Cup at Marbella, 
Spain, fastened the idea in 
M iller’s head that he may be 
as good as anyone in the 
world at directing a golf ball. 
M iller was the individual 
winner of the International 
Trophy. 


“ That 
was big stuff,’’ 
recalls Johnny, "playing for 
the United States. 1 thought it 
was just as big, playing four 
rounds with Jack Nicklaus. 
And 1 thought it was even 
bigger that I could play bet­ 
ter golf really than he did tee 


to green. The World Cup 
showed me to expect a little 
more of myselt 
“ I got a long way to go 
before I can even be con­ 
sidered in Nicklaus 
class 
He's won 51 tournaments I’m 
talking eight or 10 
* I ’m not 
going to say. 
though, when I'm competing 
against him that I can t lieat 
him." 
Miller is a man ot goals 
Before the 1974 tour began, 
he pegged his aim at two 
tournament victories, includ­ 
ing one ot the big ones, such 
as the Masters, lie s revised 
his ambitions upward. 
“ I can say now I want to 
win six or seven tourna­ 
ments,” he says. “ That s 
realistic 
And yet when he first 
started out as a pro in 1969. 
he had very simple goals 
“ They were to qualify, 
he 
notes, “ and to make the cut 
Period. 
“ You’ve got to climb up the 
ladder. You can t skip two or 
three rungs at any time That 
means you’ve lost one piece 
of the foundation. Then 
you're more likely to drop 
into slumps. 1 think basically 
my game has a good founda­ 
tion and I'm not going to hav«• 
slumps. I’ll have periods 
when I don't win tournaments 
but not periods when 1 miss 
cut after cut.' 
Miller is hip to the psy­ 
chology of the game. He looks 
at the world through crisp 
blue eyes, with a face that 
doesn't mirror much expres­ 
sion Even his smile, cracking 
across even, solid features, is 
businesslike. 


He has made it m golt 
because he has this smooth, 
athletic swing which is a 
natural part ot his equip­ 
ment. and the purposefulness, 
through study and concentra­ 
tion, to make that swing do 
what he wants.

that one puff of a marijuana 
cigarette inevitably leads to 
a shot of heroin — neither is 
correct. And I have found 
the marijuana smoking high 
school 
student 
and

understood. This line of 
reasoning can be used in our 
dealing with other problems 
as well.

He would do this because 
it’s the best play. He plans to 
take a second finesse later on 
if the 10 loses to the king or 
queen. 
Let’s see why this is the 
best play. There is no way to 
avoid the loss of two club 
tricks if West holds K-Q-4; K* 
Q-2 or K-Q-4-2. This play of 
two finesses will also lose to 
K-Q doubleton, but it wins 
any time East started with 
either one or both of the hon­ 
ors. 
The next best play is to lay 
down the ace. This will win 
against K-Q doubleton in the 
West hand any other 2-2 
break or any 3-1 break with 
divided honors. 
The worst play is to let the 
10 ride with the plan of play­ 
ing the ace next. This wins 
against all 2-2 breaks and 
against any combination in­ 
cluding both king-queen in 
the East hand, but it loses to 
all 3-1 breaks with divided 
honors. 
Incidentally the respective 
chances of success of the 
three lines of play are 76 per 
cent for two finesses; 66 per 
cent for banging down the 
ace and only 62 per cent for 
one finesse followed by the 
play of the ace.

Spices have a particular 
appeal to those who are on 
some form ot restricted diet. 
Millions of Americans must 
limit their intake of calories 
because of overweight or be­ 
cause ot diabetes, kidney, 
cardio-vascular or gastro-in­ 
testinal diseases or because 
of allergies Fortunately, 
nutritionists advise that 
spices may tu* used in all hut 
the most restrictive of diets 
The reason is that spices, 
despite their enlivening 
effect on the taste ol food, do 
not have a high caloric con­ 
tent. Only very sm all 
amounts are needed and can 
he used to brighten even the 
dullest diet encouraging pa­ 
tients to hold to their re­ 
quired eating routine. 
“ This is good news for 
waist-watchers because it 
confirms that even the high­ 
est calorie spice — poppy 
seeds - will not add more 
than two calories per serving 
in normal usage. Considering 
the small amounts used, the 
other spices typically con­ 
tribute no more than a 
calorie a serving and usually 
less." says dietitian Mary 
Lengel of the American Spice 
Trade Association research 
committee. 
“There are certain spices 
that must he eliminated from 
certain restrictive diets, such 
as low-sodium diets. They are 
celery flakes and parsley 
flakes because these contain 
a high p ro p ort ion of 
potassium and sodium," she 
continues. “ But if the low- 
sodium diet is not too severe, 
the patient can he given food 
with a little spice added

While diseases of the heart and blood 
vessels continue to claim more American 
lives than all other causes combined, 
including accidents, dramatic progress in 
their prevention, detection and control is 
noted in the latest annual report of the 
American Heart Association.

thousands of hearts “ too good to die" 
claims the lion’s share of campaign funds, 
with more than $210 million invested by 
AHA since 1948. The local chapter has 
allocated in excess of a quarter of a 
million dollars in cardiovascular research 
since 1956; total for the current fiscal year 
is $33,000. 


In the field of prevention, free blood 
pressure screening clinics have been held

scheduled, to detect hypertension in those 
unaware of the problem Of the more than 
5,000 already tested, 21 per cent had 
elevated blood pressure and were advised 
to see a physician. 
Prime emphasis has been placed by the

coronary care unit nursing. A total of 837 
course completion cards have been issued 
in basic and advanced training with 112

WASHINGTON- 
As 
the

saying goes, with allies like France, 
who needs enemies? Reluctantly 
attending 
the 
13-nation 
energy 
conference French Foreign Minister 
Michel 
Jobert 
did 
what 
his 
government expected of him. That 
was to run the conference down to 
the lowest common denominator of 
a talk session 
His 
European 
partners, 
fed 
up 
with French go it-a- 
lone policies, will 
determine whether 
the disruption goes 
beyond this ephe­ 
meral 
conference. 
In the long run iso­ 
lation is likely to be 
self- defeating 
for France but it can also be a 
disaster for a Europe that seemed 
on the verge of unification. 
Jobert was born in 1921 in Meknes, 
Morocco, which was then a French 
colony At 26, a student in the Ecole 
Libre Science Politique, he must 
have a memory of the terrible 
winter of 1947.

The road to the park area was 
nearly impassable Windows were 
broken in the unmhabitated ranger’s 
cabin To say the least, the area was 
a mess.

Public statements were made that

But. today, the situation remains 
the same, if not worse The park 
area is indeed a mess. Portable 
restrooms are in place and smelly 
Horseshoe pits and other equipment 
are hard to find because of the weed 
growth More driftwood has piled up 
on the sandy area. The boat ramp is 
untouched. If anything, the road 
leading into the park area is worse 
than last year The door of the 
unmhabitated ranger’s cabin is now 
gone

Power to the people 


Power to the people That is the 
catch phrase chosen by Bob Moretti 
for his campaign for governor He 
said his one goal is to take California 
government “ out of the control of a 
powerful, privileged few and put it 
back where it belongs, in the hands 
of the people 
It is obvious “ the 
powerful, privileged few’’ are the 
lobbyists. 
Yet. that is difficult to reconcile 
with what he told 700 delegates to 
the YMCA Model Legislature a few 
days later. To them he said; “ We 
have cracked open a few doors 
around here For example, the Third 
House, which you know better as 
lobbyists, no longer makes policy 
around here.’’ 
That was a demogogic statement 
for it implies the lobbyists have 
been 
making 
legislative 
policy, 
which is completely false. But. even 
if it were true, Moretti told the 
YMCA delegates he has put an end 
to it So. if it no longer exists, what 
does Moretti mean by saying his 
goal now is to take control away 
from the lobbyists? 
Power to the people’’ His claim 
that he will restore power to the 
people cannot be dismissed as 
campaign 
rhetoric. 
It must 
be 
examined 
under 
the light 
of 
Moretti’s conduct as speaker, since 
any 
other 
record 
of doing 
is 
practically 
non-existent And it is 
his record as speaker that makes 
this lofty goal of restoring power to 
the people ring hollow 
For, 
almost 
from 
the 
very 
beginning of his reign as speaker. 
Moretti demonstrated his contempt 
for the rules established by the 
people for their government. 
The constitution, a document by 
which the people exercise their 
power to set forth the basic laws of 
the state, requires a two-thirds vote 
of each house to adopt corporation 
tax laws Despite this, Moretti ruled 
as passed by the Assembly a bill 


which had fallen far short of the 
necessary votes, and sent it along to 
the Senate. That it was a deliberate 
attempt 
to 
disregard 
the 
constitution is evidenced by the fact 
he had the official journals changed 
to falsely show the bill had been 
approved instead of defeated. To his 
everlasting credit. Senator Walter 
Stiern. chairman of Revenue and 
Taxation, refused to consider the 
bill in his committee 
Power to the people.’ One will 
recall that it was Speaker Moretti 
who willfully stacked the Assembly 
Criminal Justice Committee for the 
purpose of thwarting the power of 
the people on the death penalty 
Defying the fact the voters, by a 2 to 
1 margin, expressed their wish to 
restore the death penalty, Moretti 
was determined to block passage of 
legislation to carry out the mandate. 
And Moretti, better than anyone 
else, knows the people don’t need 
him to restore their power For it 
was the demonstration of their 
power, through letters, phone calls, 
newspaper editorials and personal 
rep resentations 
to 
the 
assemblymen, which compelled him 
to back down He personally ordered 
his handpicked committee to pass 
the bill out of committee to the floor 
of the assembly where it was 
promptly enacted 


Power to the people ? Why Moretti 
isn’t willing to let the people decide 
issues for themselves. He claims 
great credit for influencing the 
voters against Governor Reagan's 
tax 
limitation 
measure 
last 
November 


Worse, he isn't even willing to let 
the voters in the districts decide 
who they shall send to Sacramento 
to 
represent 
them 
He 
has 
continually injected himself, and his 
staff of state paid employes, into 
assembly elections throughout the 
state in his efforts to get them to 


elect 
his 
personally 
selecte 
candidates. 
To 
further 
influence 
thos 
elections has had collected larg 
sums 
of 
money 
to 
aid 
thos^ 
candidates. And he got the mone; 
from the lobbyists from whom hi 
says he has wrested control 
it should be clear from thes< 
actions 
that 
Moretti’s 
idea 
o 
restoring power to the people is ti 
permit him to exercise the sam< 
kind 
of 
dictatorial 
control 
a 
governor that he has attempted ti 
use over the assembly as speaker
